Elt.   ADAIIS'  SPEECH. 

Charles  Francis  A  dams  mode  his  debut  in  the 
House  to-day,  and  though  the  attendance  was 
thin  when  he  opened,  no  announcement  of  his 
purpose  havjnc  beei  made,  the  benches  of  both 
Bides  were  filled  in  u  few  minutes,  and  the  gal- 
leries exhibited  a  correspond  log  interest.  His 
speech  was  apbilosnplncal,  luminous  and  moat 
attractive  review  of  the  s:3very  question,  or 
rather  the  problem  of  Ihe  representation  wheb 
the  "peculiar institution"  had  secured  In  the 
pop  u /or  brioch  of  Crujgress,  tftr-  influence  it 
commanded  in  the  Cabinet,  in  the  Supreme 
Court  and  every  other  department  of  the  Gov- 
ernment He  said  the  ne<n-o  would  not  go  out, 
nor  could  ho  bo  put  out,  till  this  great  problem 
was  solved. 

tie  then  traced  the  existence  and  necessity  of 
the  Repnblican  party,  proving  it  to  be  merely 
defensive,  and  intended  to  sustain  the  princi- 
ples of  the  lathers,  and  to  vindicate  those  con- 
tained in  the  Decimation  of  Independence, 
which  be  showed  were  not  limited  to  any  color, 
but  addressed  to  the  rights  of  mankind. 

In  his  opinion  there  could  be  no  compromise 
till  these  principles  were  brought  bock  and  the 
Government  reslored  to  its  honored  practices. 
Change  and  reform  wereimoeratively  required, 
and  freedom  must  be  restored  to  the  place  from 
which  it  bad  been  rudely  deposed. 

The  corruptions  and  abuses  which  bad  be- 
come so  common  should  be  arrested,  or  greater 
calamities  would  follow.  He  examined  the  so- 
called  remedy  of  secession  suggested  by  ultras, 
and  demonstrated  its  folly,  feebleness,  and  im- 
practicability. 

Mr.  Adams  held  the  undivided  attention  of 
the  House  throughout,  without  nn  interruption, 
and  extorted  general  _praise  for  ihe  elevated 
tone  and  candid  spirit  in  which  the  subject  was 
discussed.  Those  who,  like  myself,  were  famil- 
iar with  bis  father's  style  of  speaking,  were 
struck  by  the  similarity  of  manner,  voice, 
and  gesticnlatioD,  and  particularly  with  ihe 
nervous  energy  wbich  seemed  to  be  common  to 
both.  He  is  evidently  a  chip  of  the  old  block, 
Bnd  certainly  has  made  his  mark  on  Ilia  House.

DEJECTION   OF  THE    MEXICAN   TREAT!. 

The  Senate  was  in  Executive  session  four 
hours  to-day  on  the  Mexican  treaty.  There  wns 
an  earnest  debate  involving  the  entire  question. 
Several  amendments  win-  votedon  ond  rejected, 
including-  those  of  Mr.  Simmons,  which  bad 
been  previously  aoproved  by  some  of  tbc  Re- 
publicans who  were  opposed  to  the  treaty  iu  its 
original  form.  The  treaty  was  finally  rejected 
by  a  lanje  majority.  The  result  has  produced 
much  disappointment  as  well  as  surprise,  as  the 
indications  during  the  few  weeks  past  were  fa- 
vorable to  its  ratification. 

Pending  the  question  to  reconsider  the  vole 
by  wbich  the  treaty  was  r.  jected,  Senators  will 
have  an  opportunity  more  closely  to  consider 
the  eftect  of  their  action  of  to-day.  It  is  sup- 
posed the  rejection  of  the  Nicaragua  treaty,  by 
the  votes  of  nearly  all  tbe  Republican  Senators, 
bad  not  a  little  influence  iu  the  rejeciiou  of  tbe 
Mexican  ireaty  by  the  voles  of  the  Democrats. 
An  ineffectual  effort  was  made  to  remove  tbe 
injunction  of  eecreny,  and  hence  the  exact  Btale 
of  the  question  cannot  particularly  be  stated. 

From  ihe  temperniiniicsted  to-dny,  tueparty 
may  be  regarded  as  dead. 

THE  CESTflAL   iKBBICAIT  TREATIES. 

There  was  an  animated  discussion  on  the 
Central  American  treaties,  and  it  is  probable 
that  with  Nicaragua  will  be  carried  withamend- 
meots,  and  that  with  Honduras  a3  it  stands.

thereon.

Fifteen  girls  undertake  a  loiig 
journeywith  but  three  men  to  engineer  them 
through,  and  ail,  to  become  the  wives  of  the 
diggers- but  the  idea  cannot  be  amplified  or  em- 
betliBhed;  we  leave  it  to  notice  the  crowning 
suggestions,  namely;  the  most  unsellish  bener- 
olencc- of  the  Ibrec'mpn.  who  f.-i^  <h<>  oot-^.f-r" 
fering  fellows,  undertake  to  train  port  each  live 
girls.

Our  Population. 

Notwithstanding  the  Pike's  Peak  emigration 
and  all  tbe  depressing  causes  which  have  been 
bo  actively  at  work  throughout  the  West,  for 
the  past  two  or  three  tears,  tbe  growth  of  Chi- 
cago has  kept  on  "  tho  even  tenor  of  its  wny," 
and  the  figures  of  the  canvass  for  the  new  City 
Directory,  just  closing  under  the  superinten- 
dence of  T.  M.  Halpin,  point  with  irresistible 
conviction,  to  facts  which  fully  equal,  if  they  do 
not  surpass,  our  hopeful  anticipations. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  canvass,  there  were 
2,800  vacant  houses  in  this  city.  To-day,  des- 
pite an  uoprecedentedly  active  building  season 
last  year,  scarcely  interrupted  by  the  moderate 
winter,  and  despite  tbe  thick  outcropping  of 
suburban  residences,  made  easily  accessible  by 
our  Horse  Railway  system,  notwithstanding 
these  facts,  there  are  today  only  900  Tacant 
houses  in  the  city  of  Chicago. 

Our  calculation,  based  upon  tbo  vote  at  the 
spring  municipal  election,  is  also  fully  sustained 
Id  tbe  result  of  this  canvass.  Tbe  usual  Direc- 
tory estimate  iu  the  city  of  New  York  is  based 
upon  an  averoge  of  eevn.  persona  to  each  name 
iu  the  Directory;  in  Boston  six;  while  in  Chi- 
cago only  four  persons  to  a  name  are  counted, 
Tbo  new  Directory  will  contain  a  trifle  under 
38,000  names,  which  upon  this  by  no  means  fa- 
vorable estimate,  would  give  us  a  population  of 
upwards  of  one  hundred  and  fij %y  thousand-  souls. 
The  census  of  course  will  give  us  accurate  in- 
formation in  a  few  months,  but  we  have  full 
confidence  that  these  figures  wtlLbe  sustained. 

Sad  Occurrence—  A  Girl  Killed  by  Light- 
sing, — During  tbe  severe  thunder  shower  jus' 
after  noon  on  Saturday,  there  was,  about  two 
o'clock  P.  M.,  one  clap  of  thunder  many  of  our 
readers  will  remember  from  its  prolonged  sharp- 
ness and  violence.  This  bolt  struck  near 
Bridgeport,  or  at  tho  intersection  of  Halsted 
sireet  with  the  Archer  road,  killing  instantly 
the  daughter  of  u  GermaD  resident.  The  gift* 
Cbiistine  Grish,  fourteen  years  of  age,  went  out 
duriog  the  shower  to  drive  home  their  flock  of 
geese,  nud  while  so  doiDg,  about  twenty  rod3 
distant  from  the  house,  tbe  tremendous  bolt 
came,  prostrating  and  killing  her  instantly.  A 
woman  standing  in  the  door  of  a  cottage  some 
yards  distant,  was  also  knocked  down  and 
stunned,  but  has  recovered. 

The  unfortunate  girl  was  first  struck  on  tbe 
back  of  the  bead,  a  dark  lino  the  length  of  her 
person  indicating  the  passage  of  tbe  electric 
Huid.  Her  clothing  was  set  on  fire,  and  extin- 
guished by  the  rain,  but  not  until  the  body  was 
much  scorched.  A  portion  of  the  metallic  hoop 
she  wore  was  melted. 

From  the  body  of  tbe  victim  tbo  electricity 
passed  into  the  earth,  in  its  passage  making  a 
hole  some  three  feet  deep,  into  which  our  in- 
formant thrust  his  arm  nearly  its  entire  length. 
We  do  not  learn  that  there  was  nny  tree  or 
other  tall  object,  by  wbich  the  lightning  was 
attracted.

Arrest  of  a  Sl'spiciods  Cattle  Dealer — 
Owners  Wanted. — Frank  Bowers  is  tbe  name 
of  a  man  about  thirty  -five  years  of  age,  for  tno 
years  past  a  resident  in  the  town  of  West  Chi- 
cago beyond  City  Limits,  whero  ho  has  a  fami- 
ly. For  some  time  past  cattle  have  been  missed 
in  that  vicinity,  and  it  has  been  more  thau  sus- 
pected tlut  Bowers  has  been  in  the  cattle  trade 
on  the  sly. 

This  suspicion  has  been  on  the  increase,  and 
on  Thursday  ihe  matter  was  taken  iu  hand  ly 
officers  William  Douglas  and  Walker,  wl  O 
went  into  Bowers'  neighborhood  and  began  ex- 
plorations. On  the  best  authority,  gained  thiy 
could  only  find  that  he  owned  four  or  five  bead- 
They  watched  bis  premises,  however,  and  on 
Saturday  evuniug  they  found  him  driving  twen- 
ty-four bead  of  cattle,  mostly  cowa,  into  a  yard 
near  bis  house. 

The  officers  asked  him  if  they  were  his— he 
said  they  were,  and  that  he  would  be  glad  to 
sell  some  of  them.  Ho  was  then  taken 
into  custody,  and  tbe  atiimals  are  in  charge  of 
the  City  Marshal.  It  has  been  Bowers'  pTacj 
nee,  i'  !■•■  believed,  to  pic'i  up  bttwi  Stem, tbe 
prairie  miu  make  slight  alterations  in  their  ap- 
pearance by  cutting  off  tails,  clipping  eara,  ic, 
und  then  keeping  theni  until  opportunities  could 
be  found  to  sell  them  to  city  butchers. 

One  of  the  cows  taken  on  Saturday  night, 
from  Bowers,  has  been  already  identified,  and 
the  owners  of  tbe  rest  may  recover  their  prop- 
erty by  proving  the  same  on  application  at  the 
City  Marshal's  office.  Not  long  since  Bowers 
stole  a  cow  from  a  widow  woman  in  the  vicinity 
of  his  home,  and  had  tho  audacity  lo  attempt  to 
retain  possession  in  spite  of  her  identification 
of  her  property. 


The  Lizzie  Esgles  Conspirators  set  at 
Work.— The  circumstances  of  the  I/izie  Engles 
conspiracy  case  are  already  familiar  to  our 
readers.  The  defendants,  John  B.  Smith  and 
Charles  H.  Schwab,  who  were  convicted  of  the

They  are  to  com- 
mence their  six  months  study  of  Bridewell  min- 
eralogy to  day,  as  all  the  time  thus  far  passed 
iu  duress  does  not  "count."  So  the  interven- 
tion of  the  lawyers  has  not  helped  them  much, 
but  as  it  has  doubtless  helped  the  lawyers  it,  is 
just  as  well  so.  The  case  is  an  instructive  one.

ER.   Al'illS'   SPEECH. 

Charles  Francis  Adams  mnde  his  debut  in  tlie 
House  to-day,  and  though  the  attendance  was 
thin  when  he  opened,  no  announcement  of  his 
purpose  having  bean  made,  the  benches  of  both 
sides  were  filled  in  u  few  minutes,  and  the  gal- 
leries exhibited  a  cor.-r.ipon ding  interest.  His 
speech  was  a  philosophical,  luminous  nud  moat 
attractive  review  of  the  uiavery  question,  6r 
rather  the  problem  of  the  reprenentftlion  whcli 
the  •*  peculiar  inatitution"  had  secured  in  ibe 
popular  branch  of  Ctxigress,  thr-  io/7iren',o  it 
commanded  in  the  Cabinet,  in  tlie  Supreme 
Court  and  every  other  department  of  the  Gov- 
ernment. He  said  the  ne^ro  would  not  go  out, 
nor  could  he  be  put  out,  till  this  great  problem 
was  solved. 

He  then  traced  the  existence  and  necessity  of 
tbs  Republican  party,  proving  it  to  be  merely 
defensive,  and  intended  to  sustain  the  princi- 
ples of  the  lathers,  and  to  vindicate  those  con- 
tained in  the  Declaration  of  Independence, 
which  be  showed  tvere  not  limited  to  auy  color, 
but  addressed  to  the  rights  of  mankind. 

In  bis  opinion  there  could  be  no  compromise 
till  these  principles  were  brought  back  and  Hie 
Government  restored  to  its  honored  practices. 
Change  and  reform  were imneratively  required, 
and  freedom  most  be  restored  to  the  place  from 
which  it  had  beeu  rudely  deposed. 

The  corruptions  and  "abuses  which  had  be- 
come so  common  should  be  arrested,  or  greater 
calamities  would  follow.  lit;  examined  the  so- 
called  remedy  of  secession  suggested  by  ultras, 
and  demonstrated  its  folly,  feebleness,  and  im- 
practicability. 

Mr.  Adams  held  the  undivided  attention  oT 
the  House  throughout,  without  an  interruption, 
and  extorted  general  jiraise  for  the  elevated 
tone  and  candid  spirit  in  which  the  subject  was , 
discussed.  Those  who,  like  myself,  were  famil- 
iar with  his  father's  style  of  speaking,  were 
struck  by  the  similarity  of  manner,  voice, 
and  gesticulation,  and  particularly  with  the 
nervous  energy  wbicli  seemed  to  be  common  to 
both.  He  is  evidently  a  chip  of  the  old  block, 
and  certainly  has  made  his  murk  on  (he  House.

BEJECTION   OF  T1IE    MEXICAN   TREATT. 

The  Senate  was  in  Executive  session  four 
hours  to-dav  on  the  Mexican  treaty.  There  was 
on  earnest  debate  involving  the  entire  question. 
Several  amendments  were  voted  on  and  rejected, 
including' those  of  Mr.  Simmons,  which  bad 
been  previously  anproved  by  some  of  the  Re- 
publicans who  were  opposed  to  the  treaty  in  its 
original  form.  The  treaty  was  finally  rejected 
by  a  lar^e  majority.  Tbe  result  has  produced 
much  disappointment  as  well  as  surprise,  as  the 
indications  during  the  few  weeks  past  wore  fa- 
vorable to  its  ratification. 

Pending  the  question  to  reconsider  the  vote 
by  which  the  treaiy  was  rejected,  Senators  will 
have  an  opportunity  more  closely  to  consider 
the  effect  at  their  nclion  of  to-day.  It  is  sup- 
posed the  rejection  ol  the  Nicaragua  treaiy,  by 
the  votes  of  nearly  all  the  Republican  Senators, 
had  not  a  litile  influence  in  the  rejection  of  the 
ilexicau  treaty  by  the  votes  of  tbe  Democrats. 
An  ineffectual  effort  was  made  to  remove  tbe 
injnnction  of  Heoresy,  and  hence  tbe  exact  state 
Of  the  question  cannot  particularly  be  stated. 

From  tbe  temper  m-milested  to-day,  theparty 
may  be  regarded  as  dead.

As  to  cur  information,  we  h  ave  al- 
ready published  the  facts  in  our  possession,  the 
material  one  being,  Chicago  mail  one  end  two 
days  behind  time---passengcrs  coming  through 
in  fourteen  hours--  mail  t»i^s  requiring  twenty 
four  and  forty  eight  hours.

Our  Population. 

Notwithstanding  the  Pike's  Peak  emigration 
and  all  tbe  deprcesiug  causes  which  have  been 
so  actively  at  work  throughout  the  West,  for 
the  post  two  or  three  years,  the  growth  of  Chi- 
cago has  kept  on  "  tho  even  tenor  of  its  way," 
and  tbe  figures  of  the  canvass  for  the  new  City 
Directory,  just  closing  under  the  superinten- 
dence of  T.  M.  Halpin,  point  with  irresistible 
conviction  to  facts  which  fully  equal,  if  they  do 
not  surpass,  our  hopeful  anticipations. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  canvass,  there  were 
2,800  vacant  houses  in  this  city.  To-day,  des- 
pite an  uoprecedentedly  active  building  seasou 
last  year,  scarcely  interrupted  by  the  moderate 
winter,  and  despite  the  thick  outcropping  cf 
suburban  residences,  made  easily  accessible  by 
our- Horse  Railway  system,  notwithstanding 
these  f.icts,  there  are  to-day  only  900  Tocant  I 
bouses  in  the  city  of  Chicago. 

Our  calculation,  based  upon  tha  vote  at  the 
spring  municipal  election,  is  also  fully  sustained 
iu  the  result  of  this  canvass.  The  usual  Direc- 
tory estimate  in  the  city  of  New  York  is  baaed 
upon  an  average  of  tcvrp  persons  to  each  name 
iu  the  Directory;  in  Boston  six;  while  in  Chi- 
cago ouly  four  persons  to  a  name  are  couuted, 
Tbe  new  Directory  will  contain  n  trifle  under 
38,000  names,  which  upon  this  by  no  means  fa- 
vorable estimate,  would  give  us  a  population  of 
upwards  ot  one  hundred,  and  fifty  thousand  souls. 
Tbe  census  of  course  wilt  give  us  accurate  in- 
formation in  a  few  months,  but  we  have  full 
confidence  that  these  figures  will  be  sustained. 

Sad  Occurrence— A  Girl  Killed  by  Liost- 
ning. — During  the  severe  thunder  shower  jus' 
after  noon  on  Saturday,  there  wns,  about  two 
o'clock  P.  M.,  one  clap  of  thunder  many  of  our 
readers  will  remember  from  its  prolonged  sharp- 
ness and  violence.  This  bolt  struck  near 
Bridgeport,  or  at  tho  intersection  of  Halsled 
street  with  the  Archer  road,  killing  instantly 
the  daughter  of  a  German  resident.  The  giafc 
Christine  Grish,  fourteen  years  of  age,  went  out 
during  the  shower  to  drive  home  their  flock  of 
geese,  aud  while  so  doing,  about  twenty  rods 
distant  from  the  house,  the  tremendous  bolt 
came,  prostrating  and  killing  her  instantly.  A 
woman  standing  in  the  door  of  a  cottage  some 
yards  distant,  was  also  knocked  down  and 
stunned,  hut  has  recovered. 

Tbe  unfortunate  girl  was  first  struck  on  the 
back  of  tbe  head,  a  dark  line  tho  length  of  her 
person  indicating  the  passage  of  the  electric 
fluid.  Her  clothing  was  set  on  fire,  and  extin- 
guished by  the  raiu,  but  not  until  tbe  body  was 
mueh  scorched.  A  portion  of  tbe  metallic  hoop 
she  wore  was  melted. 

From  the  body  of  the  victim  the  electricity 
passed  into  tbe  earth,  in  its  passage  makiog  a 
hole  some  three  feet  deep,  into  which  our  in- 
formant thrust  his  arm  nearly  its  entire  length. 
We  do  not  learn  that  there  was  any  tree  or 
other  tall  object,  by  which  the  lightning  was 
attructed.

years  past  a  resident  in  thu  town  of  West  Obi- 
cago  beyond  City  Limits,  where  be  has  a  fami- 
ly. For  some  time  past  cattle  have  been  missed 
in  that  vicinity,  aud  it  has  been  more  thau  sus- 
pected thjt  Bowers  has  been  in  the  cattle  trade 
on  tbe  sly. 

This  suspicion  has  been  ou  the  increase,  and 
on  Thursday  the  matter  was  taken  iu  hand  by 
officers  William  Douglas  end  Walker,  w!  o 
went  into  Bowers'  neighborhood  and  began  ex- 
plorations. On  the  best  authority,  gained  thi  y 
could  only  find  that  he  owned  four  or  five  head* 
They  watched  his  premises,  however,  and  on 
Saturday  evening  they  found  him  driving  twen- 
ty-four head  of  cattle,  mostly  cows,  into  a  yard 
near  his  house. 

Tbo  officers  asked  him  if  they  were  bis— he 
said  they  were,  and  that  he  would  be  glad  to 
sell  some  of  them.  Ho  was  then  taken 
into  custody,  aud  the  animals  are  in  charge  of 
the  City  Marshal.  It  has  been  Bowers'  prac- 
f'ct,  ir  |h  believed,  to  pici  np  bona  item  tho 
prairie  nnd  moke  slight  alterations  iu  their  ap- 
pearance by  cutting  off'  tails,  clipping  ears,  4c, 
and  then  keeping  them  until  opportunities  could 
be  fouud  to  sell  them  to  city  butchers. 

One  of  the  cows  token  on  Saturday  uight, 
from  Bowers,  has  been  already  identified,  and 
the  owners  of  the  rest  may  recover  their  prop- 
erty by  proving  the  same  on  application  at  tbe 
City  Marshal's  office.  Not  long  since  Bowers 
stole  a  cow  from  a  widow  woman  in  the  vicinity 
of  his  home,  and  had  tbo  audacity  to  attempt  to 
retain  possession  in  spite  of  her  ".dentificatiou 
of  her  pioperty. 


Tub  Lizzie  Enoles  Conspirators  set  at 
Work.- Tbe  circumstances  of  the  L;Ezie  Ragles 
conspiracy  case  are  already  familiar  to  our 
readers.

Yesterday  afternoon  Tom  Payers  and  J.  C. 
Heenan,  the  Benicin  Hoy,  accompanied  by  their 
respectire  bockt-n*,  met  at  the  office  of  tho  ra- 
fyrce,( Bell't  Life,)  in  the  Strand,  with  a  view 
of  determining"  whether  or  not  some  definite 
arrangement  could  be  come  to,  so  as  to  settle 
the  long  vexed  question  can? edjfey  the  unsatisfac- 
tory termination  of  the  tight  between  these  two 
men  for  the  Championship,  on  the  17th  ult.,who 
was  entitled  to  hold  the  belt.  Both  Sayers  and 
lieenan  have  expressed  their  opinion  that  they 
were  entitled  1o  tho  honor,  lieenan  declaring 
that  he  fought  for  it  and  won  it,  and  Tom  aver- 
ring that  he  fought  to  retain  possession 
of  it,  and  did  not  lose  it.  However' 
it  is  admitted  on  nil  sides  that  both 
men  shotted  indomitable  spirit  and  pluck, 
and  that  each  did  his  best  to  become 
the  victor.  Shortly  after  twelve  o'clock  Tom 
Sayers  arrived  at  the  Bell'*  Life  office,  accom- 
panied by  his  friend  Mr.  Penned,  and  otheis. 
Tom  was  followed  soon  after  by  his  gallant  op- 
ponent, the  "  Boy,  "  having  also  a  number  of 
irieods  with  him.  including  McDonald.  Pre-

i  FUNDAMENTAL  EIIBOB. 

The  owner  o*  whatever  is  property  by  tli. 
law  of  Nature  or  the  common  law,  is  e»Mled 
to  pMttrtioa  vherewr  ho  may  lake  it;  and 
A«t  protection  is  aoemded,  even  to  aliens  and 
strangers,  in  all  civilized  countries.  Were  it 
to  be  deniad  in  any  instance,  the  government 
claiming  the  allegiance  of  the  injured  party 
would  enforce  his  rights  if  neewsary  with  all 
its  civil  and  military  power.  Any  man  way 
go  into  Canada,  for  example,  taking  with  Inm 
such  things  as  are  recognized  aa  .property,  as- 
aured  that  any  infringement  upon  hia  rights 
of  possesion  would  bo  protected  by  ibat  gov- 
ernment, or  if  not,  that  his  own  government 
■would  at  once  espouse  his  cause  and  enforce 
his  rights.  It  is  a  fundamental  error  of  th.O 
Democratic  party,  to  predicate  of  proper'^  in 
slaves  all  that  is  claimed  for  other  \tinds  of 
property.  In  Canada  there  are  thousands  of 
fugitive  slaves.  "Who  thinks  'of  reclaiming 
them  by  application  to  the  Canadian  authori- 
ties ?  "Who  thinks  of  asking  the  intervention 
of  the  United  States  Government  for  their  re- 
capture? Aui  yet  if  slaves  are  property  in 
the  sense  that  hordes,  machinery,  merchandise 
and  money  SK6  properly,  who  does  not  see 
that  our  government  would  be  unworthy  the 
name,  if  it  did  not  secure  to  the  slaveholder 
the  right  to  recover  hia  property  aven  in  Can- 
ada ? 

•Slaves  are  property  by  virtue  of  Iteal  law- 
In  Missouri,  for  example,  every  person  with 
African  Uoad  in  bia  vclna  ia  presumed  to  be 
properly,  and  the  laws  of  Missouri  will  pro- 
tect the  right  of  the  owner  in  such  property. 
But  in  Illinois  the  law  does  not  reeogniee  pro- 
perty in  man,  and  should  a  claim  of  that  char- 
acter be  set  up  it  could  not  be  enforced  by  any 
law  of  the  State.  A  Missourian,  however, 
•who  should  find  his  property  of  any  other 
description  in  Illinois,  would  have  no  difficul- 
ty in  securing  it  through  the  intervention  of 
the  local  law.  It  is  in  consequence  of  this 
distinction  that  a  fugitive  slave  law  is  neces- 
sary, and  that  provision  for  such  a  law  was 
incorporated  into  the  Constitution.  No  State 
in  the  Union  ever  thought  cf  asking  for  a 
fugitive  hor39  law,  or  a  fugitive  ox  law.  Tho 
idea  of  sueh  a  law  is  absurd.  Horses  and 
oxen  are  property  by  nniversal  consent — are 
.everywhere  regarded  as  property,  and  whoever 
establishes  his  claim  to  sucVproperty,  whether 
in  his  own  or  another  State,  will  find  the  local 
law  andthe-local  courts  ready  to  maintainand 
enforce  his  rights.  Everybody  recognizes  this 
distinction.  The  whole  r/  our  national  legisla- 
tion on  the  su'ject  of  slavery  ia  predicated 
-upon  it.  The  fact  that  the  intervention  of  the 
-Supreme  Court  has  been  sought  to  establish 
the  right  of  taking  slaves  into  the  Territories, 
proves  the  same  thing.  So  alfo  does  the  olaim 
jeoently  set  up  that  the  South  has  the  right  to 
a  Congressional  Slave  Code,  to  protect  slave 
property  in  the  Territories.  If  slaves  were 
property  hy  the  universal  consent  of  mankind, 
or  by  the  Federal  Constitution  or  the  common 
law,  there  never  would  have  been  any  occasion 
for  the  Dred  Scott  dicta  or  for  a  Congres- 
sional Slave  Code.  It  is  because  there  is  a 
distinction,  broad  and  deep  and  universal,  be- 
tween property  ia  man  and  property  in  other 
things,  thit  this  slavery  question  so  affects 
the  people  of  our  country  and  of  the  whole 
civilized  world. 

Now  it  was  for  the  express  purpose  of  cover- 
ing up  th:s*difltinc Lion, 'and  of  forcing  out  of  tbt> 
popular  mind  and  heart  of  the  country  tho 
ideas  which  necessarily  Bpring  lrom  it,  that 
the  dogma  of  popular  sovereignty  was  invent- 
ed. Aside  from  tho  question  of  alavery  or 
freedom  in  the  Territories,  the  phrase  has  no 
fores  or  meaning.  It  is  perhaps  the  moi-t  re- 
markable instance  on  record  of  an  attempt  to 
stifle  a  universal  instinct  of  humanity  by  a 
sounding  generality.  In  its  correct  rp»°-'

ia  10  breakdown  tho  broad  and  weU-deOtsed 
distinction,  ia  the  human  mind  between  prop- 
erty in  man  and  property  in  horses,  bouses, 
and  lands — that  puts  humanity  upon  a  level 
■with  dumb  beasts  and  inanimate  possessions? 
It  ia  time  that  every  honest  man  in  the 
free  Stales  had  looked  this  infamous  Jallacy 
called  Popular  Sovereignty,  pquarely  in  th« 
lace — had  grappled  with  it  and  recognized  its 
true  object  to  be  to  carry  and  protect  slavery 
•where  it  has  no  right,  uader  the  laws  of  God 
or  of  mao,  to  go.  The  South  has  the  same 
rights,  under  the  Constitution,  in  the  ter- 
ritories   that   the    North    possesses.     What- 


tue  government  and  the  prosperity  of  the  peo- 
ple-tbis  is  the  man  called  for  by  crisis 
which  the  politicians  have  created. 

The  want  of  the  times  is  not  French  manners 
in  the  drawing-room  of  tho  White  House,  nor

8d.  Extended  Slavery  from  the  Rio  Grande  10 
the  Gulf  of  California,  and  from  the  line  of 
Mexico,  not  only  up  to  80  dec.  SO  miu„  but  $S 
doff,  north  latitude,  giving  the  S.Wh  n  degi>p 
and  a  half  more  Territory  than  it  has  ever 
claimed;  and, 

4th.  Given  up  to  slavery  for  the  first  time 
since  the  American  Revolution,  territory  that 
freedom  once  claimed  and  occupied. 

Senator  Douglas  himself  sums  up  the  effect 
of  his  principle.  We  do  not  attribute  to  him 
tin  words  of  another;  bi  t  print  that  part  of 
his  speoeh  as  we  find  it.  What  do  the  people 
of  Illinois  think  of  that  which  he  recommends 
as  tho  !policy  of  this  government — that  which 
bears  the  fruit- that  he  has  selected  to  excite 
the  gratitude  nnd  admiration  of  his  country- 
men ?  !  Let  us  say  in  excuse  for  him,  that  ho

The  next  morning  it  was  re- 
turned, and  on  its  leaves  I  found  some  cbarin- 
colored  drawings  of  birds,  aB  neat  and  taste- 
as  one  could  hope  to  sec. 
For  a  day  or  two,  Uooien-ytzio  has  been  down 
hearted.  The  recollection  of  a  mortifying  mis- 
take haunts  bim.  A  deaf  gentleman  came  into 
tbo  Japauese  quarter  and  strove  to  establish 
communication  with  Booien-ytzie.  But  the  op- 
erations of  the  ear-tube  were  uot  clear  to  the 
Japanese  artist's  apprehension,  and  be  persis- 
ted in  blowing  through  that  instrument,  with 
great  force  into  the  deaf  gentleman's  ear,  who 
was  more  astonished  than  charmed  with  tbe 
proceeding.  When  Booien-yizie  was  informed 
of  his  error,  he  took  on  attitude  of  statuesque 
misery,  from  which  I  am  positive  ho  did  uot 
stir  for  an  hour.

His  rank 
is  high  slreadv,  but  lis  youth  — he  is  only 
twenty-six— prevents  .is  present  assumption 
of  the  eminence  ot  statpn  to  which  be  will  soon 
be  entitled.  His  birtl  is  equal  to  that  ot  the 
principal  embassadors.  He  has  talent,  wealth, 
and  good  looks.  Unquestionably,  he  is  the 
handsomest  man  in  the  embassy;  and  I  think, 
as  I  glance  at  him  now,  notwithstanding  his 
eccentric  pose— feet  upon  chairs,  ano  knees 
saluting  nOBC-tbiU  his  superiors  in  personal 
appearance  are  not  numerous  in  this  land.

'This  is  the  young  interpreter, 
( Tataieai  Onajsero)  who,  by  virtue  of  absolute 
reoklessncss  und  a  purely  American  spirit  ot 
deviltry,  has  won  the  jolly  nickname  in  which 
he  much  rejoices.  Coming  now  m  presence  of 
higher  oiheers,  he  reduces  himselt  for  a  mo- 
ment to  preternatural  lameness;  but,  his  mis- 
sion having  ended  with  a  phrase  or  two  he 
darts  awav  agiin  iu  bis  usual  frantic  state.  The 
humor  ofTommvSnds  eipre^ion  in  the  queer- 
est tricks.  The'  aiher  day  he  inveigled  a  toil 
boy  into  his  room,  did  then  aud  there  heueck 
him  With  red  silkltrowsers,  aud  sent  bun  lor  h 
into  the  hotel  pilor,  an  object  of  public  ridi- 
cule. I.ast  nightie  got,  by  some  means,  a  pa- 
per garrote  collar,  which,  with  inlmite  difficulty 
te  arranged  about  his  own  neck,  American 
fashion,  and  paruded  himself  about,  among  his 
tellows,  like  a  peicock  with  an  entirely  new 
feather  in  bis  tail.  ; 

Tommy  confeaBfig  to  o  passionate  admiration 
of  the  feminine  charms  he  liuds  surrounding 
him.  The  American  ladies  seem  to  have  got 
into  bis  head.  He  has  confided  to  me  an  earn- 
est desire  to  discover  a  suitable  wife  in  this 
country,  with  whom  he  may  peacefully  live  for- 
ever withouta  thought  of 'reluming  to  Japan.

There  have  been  lp  petitions  received  by  G79 
memborsfor  and  45  agate  lit  lhe  change.  In  ad- 
dition,  the  scb.nie  has  (be  fmoring  voice  of  one 
Steward's  meeting  aud  a  convention  partially 
representing  H3  churches  in  Philadelphia.  It 
is  evident  that  thu  great  body  of  the  church  has 
not  vet  spoken  on  the  question,  so  that  the 
Conference  is  not  now  prepored  to  act  in  the 
premises.  The  committee  think  that  whenev- 
er the  laity  manifest  a  desire  to  be  represented, 
they  ought  to  be  allowed  the  privilege.  As 
ministers,  the  committee  do  not  feel  ambitious 
to  retain  a  power  which  was  lirst  devolved  upon 
them,  not  from  their  choice,  but  from  necessi- 
ty. This  necessity  no  longer  exists,  and  they 
hope  that  the  laity  will  be  iatroduced  into  the 
General  Conferences,  aud  that  their  introduc- 
tion will  give  them  a  deeper  interest  in  the  afl 
frfir*  nf  Zion.

(Fram  Mr.  Doug  lis'  Spmh  In  tte  Senate,  M*v  16th  If  W.j 
"But,  we  are  told  that  the  necessary  result  ot 
this  doctrine  of  non-intervention,  which  gen- 
tlemen, by  way  of  throwing  ridicule  upon,  call 
squatter  sovereignty,  is  to  deprive  tbe  South  of 
all  participation  in  what  they  call  the  common 
Territories  of  the  United  States.    That  was  the 

f round  on  which  the  Senator  from  Mississippi 
Mr.  Davis]  predicated  his  opposition  to  the 
compromise  measures  of  134D.  He  regarded  a 
refusal  to  repeal  tbe  Mexican  law  as  equivalent 
to  tbe  Wilmot  proviso  ;  a  refusal  to  recognize 
by  an  act  of  Congress  the  right  to  carry  a  slave 
there  a3  equivalent  to  the  Wilmot  proviso;  a 
refusal  to  deny  to  a  Territorial  Legislature  the 
right  to  exclude  slavery  as  equivalent  toon  ex- 
clusion. He  believed  at  that  time  that  this 
doctrine  did  amount  to  a  denial  of  southern 
rights;  and  ho  told  the  people  of  Mississippi 
so;  but  tbey  doubted  it  Now,  let  us  see  how 
fur  his  predictions  and  suppositions  have  been 
Teritied.

Itis 
part  of  the  history  of  tin  country  that  t.ndtr  thit 
doctrine  of  HOii-inUriailion,  this  doctrine  that 
you  d-'iyl'-  to  call  equatttr  sovereignly,  Ike -ptopU 
of  New  Mexico  have  introduced  and  prot'cttd 
slavery  i n.  the  whole  of  that  Ttrrilory.  Ur.dtr 
this  doctrine,  they  have  converted  a  tract  of  jfree 
territory  into  slave,  territory, mor-  than  five  times 
tlie  tist  of  the  State  of  New  York,  unier'thu 
doctrine,  tlavery  has  otto  extended  from  the  Rio 
Grand*  to  the  O-ulf  of  California,  and  j rom  the 
lineof  the  Republic  of  M.xico,  not  only  up  to  SO 
d<g.

The  Nashville  Convention  fixed  that  as  its  ulti- 
matum. I  offered  it  in  the  Senate  iu  August, 
1S4S,  and  it  was  adopted  here  but  rejected  in 
the  gou.se of  Representatives,  Youaskedonly 
up  to  80  deg.  80  mio.,  and  non-inlerstntion  has 
given  you  slave  territory  up  to  8S  deg.,  a  degree 
and  a  half  more  than  you  asked  ;  aud  yet  yon 
say  that  tbia  is  a  sacvihee  of  Southern  rights'; 

Thessare  the  fruits  of  this  principle  which  the 
Senator  from  Mississippi  regards  as  hostile  to 
the  rights  of  tbe  South.  Where  did  you  ever 
get  any  other  fruits  that  were  more  palatable 
to  your  taste  or  more  refreshing  to  your 
strength?  What  other  inch  of  free  U  rriloryhas 
been  converted  into  slave  territory  on  the  Ameri- 
can continent,  since  the  Revolution,  except  in  New 
AtfXico  and  Arizona,  under  the  principle  of  non- 
inUrantion  affirmed  at  Chaileston.  If  it  be 
true  that  this  principle  of  non-intervention  has 
conferred  upon  you  nil  that  Immense  territory;

ever gave  Johnson  a  sent  because  ol  hia 
other  works.  Tbis  fancy  teaches  what  is  em- 
phatically true,  tout  a  good,  reliable  Diction- 
ary is  one  of  lhe  most  diilicvilt  ol  all  books 
to  make.  Yet  we  believe  thai  Komi  Webbteb 
would  be  allowed  by  even  a  a  surly  EnglfBB 
driver,  to  ride  in  that  coacb  with  his  Dictionary . 
Indeed,  some  of  the  highest  encomiums  wh^cb 
this  great  work  lias  received,  have  enmo  across 
thS,AUdnt^Jromjuc^a&«iat,iI^rJWW,Kft-- 
gellJiudes.  Nor  hud  Dr.  Webster  been  a  proph- 
et without  honor  in  hia  own  oountry  Tbo 
merits  of  bis  great  work  have  been  acknowl- 
edged in  every  part  of  our  land,  Tho  local 
prejudices  of  literary  men  in  liosloa  nud  ils 
vicinity,  have  been  sometimes  counted  on 
to  oppose  the  New  Uaven  leiicograpber,  but 
we  notice  tbat  such  Boston  papers  as 
the  Transcript,  Atlas  and  lite.  Journal, 
Post,  Recorder.  Canon gationalitt,  Iravelltr.auA 
many  others,  have-given  Webster's  last  edition 
the  preference  over  any  other  Dictionary  of  tbe 
English  language.

Noah  Webster  had  peculiar  nullifications  for 
this  work  ;  he  had  a  mind  keenly  analytical ;  he 
wa3  patient  and  int  ustriotia ;  he  lived  to  a  good 
old  age ;  he  early  ascertained  his  mission,  and 
he  gave  himself  to  his  work  with  enthusiastic

Abraham  Lincoln. 
[From  Llie  New  York  Jodeptndetit.J 
In  Thomas  Jefferson's  celebrated  letter  to 
the  New  Haven  merchants  who  had  remonstra- 
ted aguiDSt  the  removal  of  Elizur  Goodrich 
from  the  Collectorsuip  of  that  port,  and  the 
appointment  of  a  successor  whose  chief  quali- 
fication was  that  he  was  a  partisan  of  the  Pres- 
ident, a  hope  is  expressed  that  a  good  time  may 
come  when  the  onlv  questions  about  a  candi- 
date for  office  will  be  these  three  :  "Is  he  hou - 
egi; — la  he  capabltV — Ifl  be  faithful  to  the  con- 
stitution '! 

When,  Jefferson  said  a  good  thing  he  said  it 
well,  and  this  is  one  of  his  good  things.  These 
three  questions  are  just  the  questions  which 
the  people  of  the  United  States  ought  to  ask  in 
regard  to  candidates  for  the  Presidency.  Let 
Abraham  Lincoln,  for  example,  be  subjected  to 
the  ordeal  of  these  questions. 

/*  he  honest/  Look  upon  his  face.  Is  that 
an  honest  man?  Inquire  among  his  neighbors 
who  honor  his  guileless  integrity  by  tue  fa- 
miliar name  which  expresses  their  confidence 
and  love— Uoaest  Old  Abe  1  Read  his  speech- 
es. Hear  him  when  ho  addresses  a  popular  as- 
sembly. The  first  element  of  his,  power  over 
his  hearers  is  the  irresistible  conviction  which 
they  have  of  his  honesty. 

Is  tepapabUf  Let  his  whole  history,  from 
his  early  and  unfriended  struggles,  to  his  pres- 
ent high  position  among  the  acknowledged  lead- 
ers of  a'learned  profession  in  one  of  the  great- 
est Slatbs  of  the  Uniou, — give  the  answer.  Let 
the  people  of  hia  own  State,  who  know  him  as 
thoroughly  as  thorouflhlj'  as  they  know  any 
other  public  mun,  aav  whether  he  ia  capable. 
Let  those  who  hoard  him,  a  few  weeks  ago,  nt 
the  Cooper  Institute,  say  whether  ho  has  intel- 
ligence enough  and  talent enou«b  to  bo  the  suc- 
cessor pf  James  Buchanan,  Franklin  Pierce, 
Millard' Fillmore,  Zacharv  Tajl  r,  James  K. 
Polk,  and  John  Tyler.  We  happened  to  hear 
that  speech.  It  was  not  as  classically  ornate  as 
one  of  Edward  Everett's  orations,  it  was  not 
like  ODe  of  Thomas  Jefferson's  epistles,  but,  in 
our  judgment,  it  was  a  better  exhibition  of  that 
kinu  of  ability  which  makes  a  st  .lesman,  and 
which  qualities  a  man  for  such  an  office 
M  the  Presidency,  than  Everett's  eulogy  on 
Washington,  or  Jefferson's  letter  to  the  New 
Haven  Chamber  of  Commerce.  A  more  thorough 
and  exhaustive  exposition  of  the  subject  which 
he  had  in  hand,  no  other  man  could  give.  There 
was  not  a  word  in  it  of  vulgar  i,tump-speaking 
— not  a  word  of  the  "  spre-d-eogle"  style  of 
oratory— not  a  word  of  claptrap;  it  was  straight- 
forward argument  on  the  great  question  of  the 
times,  and  was  as  able  as  it  was  honest. 

Is  h*  faithful  to  the  Con  dilution X. .  Those 
wbn  believe  that  the  Constitution  is  the  char- 
ier and  guarantee  of  slavery,  and  that  by  its 
own  force  it  caniestbe  institution  of  slavery 
iotu  all  the  territoiies,  will  say  No.  Such  an 
answer  from  that  uuniter  is  reason  enough  for 
everybody  else  to  answer  1'es.

Lincoln  was  without  those  advantages  of  an 
early  education,  which  iu  this  generation  are 
offered  to  every  youth,  lie  was  the  child  of 
poverty,  but  the  strong  powers  of  his  intellect 
wore  not  to  be  crumped  by  any  such  untoward 
eircuinslauces,  and  that  industry  and  persever- 
ance which  marks  the  career  of  the  truly  great 
men  of  our  nation,  hiiB  led  the  indigent  hoy  np 
the  ateps  of  fame.  He  stands  now,  almost,  as  it 
were,  on  the  very  topmost  round  of  the  ladder, 
the  admired  oT  his  countrymen,  loved  by  his 
acquaintances,  and  respected  by  the  wise  and 
learned. —  Charleston  [III,)   Courier.

There  are  five  biographies  of  "Honest  Old 
Abe"  now  offered  by  different  publishing 
houses,  and  we  New  Yorkers  would  be  very

the  approval  of  the  President-to-be."  Four 
campaign  song-books  are  also  under  way  in 
this  city  alone.  As  yet,  uo  unusually  success- 
ful poetic  effort  has  emanated  from  the  zeal  of 
our  Republican  bards.

This  is  a  true  pioture.  The  eyes  of  both 
factious  are  turned  with  a  faint  hope  towards 
Baltimore  for  aid.  But  while  one-half 
clamor  for  Douglas,  the  others  are  equally  cer- 
tain that  Horatio  Seymour  is  the  only  salvation. 
The  Douglas  meeting,  instigated  by  the  'limes, 
and  got  up  with  contributions  levied  from  our 
conservative  merchants,  though  very  largely 
attended,  was  a  complete  failure  so  far  as  the 
intent  to  influence  the  Now  York  delegation  to 
Baltimore  was  concerned.  Not  a  single  speaker 
of  really  influential  eminence  appeared  on  the 
platform.  It  looks  now  very  much  as  if  the 
New  York  delegation  -would  be  for  the  New 
York  ex-Governor.  fifpvblieans  would  not  ob- 
ject to  having  Douglas  receive  the  nomination. 
They  feel  that  the  contest  between  the  Little 
Giiint  and  our  noblo  candidate  would  be  a  great 
spectacle,  and  that  the  latter  would  just  as 
surely  come  out  ahead  as  he  secured  a  popular 
majority  in  the  last  Senatorial  struggle  in 
Illinois.

Now  enters  a  siogiilur  old,  gentleman,  whose 
real  rank  I  hud  difficulty  iu  ascertaining,  hut 
who  appears  to  enjoy  a  great  deal  of  inexplica- 
ble freedom  among  the  higher  officers.  His 
nameisGomi  Yasoornyanioon,  and  his  prov- 
ince seems  to  be  to  moke  friends  by  immoder- 
ate distribution  of  presents.  He  comes  now 
with  sieves  and  rone  replete  with  trinkets,  to- 
bacco pouches,  cundies.  little  cups,  which  he 
consigns,  with  ineffable  smiles,  to  the  few  best 
among  his  America*  friends.  For  these,  how- 
ever, he  is  not  unwilling  to  receive  present*  in 
return,  and  the  gilt  of  a  handkerchief  tills  him 
with  delight,  which  rises  to  rapture  when  tho 
congenialaccompLniment  of  a  flask  of  perfume 
is  offered.  The  sight  of  the  handkerchief  arous- 
es Ishekawa's  acquisitiveness,  and  he  proceeds 
to  unwrap  a  pair  of  Japanese  stockings,  which 
he  balances  10  hishaod  doubtingly,  as  if  to  ex- 
cite alternate  hopes  and  disappointments.  But 
when  a  pair  of  American  stockings  ore  laid  on 
his  knee,  irresolution  vanishes,  and  he  makes 
over  the  bit  of  'property  with  promptness.  In 
like  manner  manv  other  little  exchanges  are 
effected,  all  very  satisfying  to  both  sides. 

Other  barters,  openly  proposed  by  them,  are 
effected,  and  I  gain  a  stock  of  Japanese  litera- 
ture sufficient  for  the  study  of  a  lifetime,  the 
most  important  volume  being  a  complete  dic- 
tionary in  the  three  written  languages,  profuse- 
lv  illustrated  in  a  manner  that  puts  the  new 
Worcester  in  the  shade.  Their  method  of  print- 
ing aud  binding  books  is  peculiar.  The  im- 
pressions are  made  upon  ono  side  of  a  very 
loDg  strip  of  paper,  which,  in  binding,  is  folded 
together  like  some  of  our  comic  picture  series, 
o-  liU.  f,,,.  n„d  Butteied,  nt,  the.  hack.  ,  Of 
course,  half  the  pageu  ot  a  book  are  thus  lett 
blank,  but  as  the  leaves  are  never  cut,  this  in- 
ter/ores in  no  way  with  the  convenience  of  tho 
reader. 

As  evening  advances,  tho  Japanese  are  called 
to  their  ham  and  rice,  and  as  they  rise  to  go, 
shower  fervent  adieus  upon  all  their  visitors. 
Now,  if  ever,  I  must  leave  them  ;  for  if  I  wait 
till  their  turn,  Ishall  find  new  motive  for  delay, 
and  never  gain  the  resolution  to  withdraw  from 
their  always  refreshing  and  entertaining  com- 
panionship. 

TUB  CENSORS  AND  SECRETARIES. 

Passing  from  the  apartment  of  Ukatore,  I 
loiter  awnile  in  the  little  room  of  Josigoro,  Sin- 
jero  and  Scojero,  three  exceedingly  merry  men, 
who  laugh  all  the  time, aud  are  always  desirous 
of  investing  themselves  with  articles  of  Ameri- 
can clothing,  out  of  pure  relish  for  the  droll, 
low-comedy  appearance  it  gives  them.  It  is 
painful  to  learn  that  the  offices  of  these  gentle- 
men are  not  such  us  can  command  a  deep  re- 
spect. They  are,  to  put  it  very  mildly,  among 
the  scrutineers  of  the  Embassy.  Iu  an  ad- 
jacent chamber  are  the  Embassy  s  secretaries, 
all  men  of  studious  mien  and  intense  habits  of 
application  to  pen  and  brush.  They  sit  now  at 
their  tables,  with  many  sheets  of  carefully 
cyphered  inscriptions  beside  and  around  them. 
Some  wear  spectacles  with  great  round  glasses, 
held  on  by  short,  stiff  steel  wires  which  press 
against  the  sides  of  the  head.  They  pause  on- 
ly to  give  welcome  to  those  who  enter,  and  then 
pursue  their  tasks.  With  them,  wtiiing  is  a 
severe  labor,  for  they  eschew  the  simple  Kata- 
kana,  and  adopt  always  the  Jsue,  or  complica- 
ted Chinese  character.  They  hold  their  brushes 
straight  upright,  aud  point  each  line  with  cau- 
tious delicacy.  An  hour  scarcely  suffices  them 
to  till  half  a  "dozen  small  pages.  At  length  one 
finishes  his  day's  duty,  and  turns,  not  to  recrea- 
tion, but  to  hts  English  dictionaries,  settling 
himself  for  some  hours'  work  upon  our  lan- 
guage. He  has  procured  a  number  of  little 
English  books,  among  which  I  notice  a  Manual 
of  Etiquette,  tho  last  species  of  literature  ne- 
cessary (or  Japanese  perusal. 

THE  SERVANTS'   ROOM— A    UERRY  PARTY. 

At  the  end  of  the  Japanese  corridor,  there  is 
a  small  apartment  which  I  find  most  of  all  at- 
tractive. No  air  of  rare  gentility  pervades  this 
chamber,  and,  while  the  same  gentle  courtesies 
elsewhere  shown  are  also  here  to  he  found, 
stern  forms  of  dignity  ere  unrecognized.  A 
number  of  Japanese  servants  here  do  congre- 
gate. Their  door  is  always  open,  aad  invitation 
beamB  upon  tho  passerby.  Once  within,  the 
contagion  of  their  light  spirits  cannot  be  resist- 
ed. 7okes  fly  incess-autlv  aroand,  never  miss- 
ing their  aim,  always  drawing  forth  applause.

There  have  been  lfi  petitions  received  by  G79 
members  for  and  -l'>  against  the  change.  In  ad- 
dition, the  scheme  has  the  favoring  voiceof  one 
Steward's  meeting  aud  a  convention  partially 
representing  23  cuurches  ia  Philadelphia.  It 
is  evident  that  the  great  body  of  the  church  has 
not  yet  spoken  on  the  question,  so  that  the 
Conference  is  not  now  prepared  to  act  in  the 
premises.  The  committee  think  that  whenev- 
er the  laity  manifest  a  desire  to  be  represented, 
they  ought  to  he  allowed  the  privilege.  As 
ministers,  tho  committee  do  not  feel  ambitious 
to  retain  a  power  which  was  tirst  devolved  upon 
them,  not  from  their  choice,  hut  from  necessi- 
ty. This  necen?ily  no  longer  exist*,  and  they 
hope  that  tho  laity  will  bo  introduced  into  the 
General  Conferences,  and  that  their  introduc- 
tion will  give  them  a  deeper  interest  in  the  af- 
fairs of  Zion. 

They  therefore  submit  the  following  plan  for 
lay  representation  in  the  General  Conference  and 
shall  present  it  to  tho  various  Annual  Confer- 
ences for  their  action,'  If  the  plan  obtains  the 
sanction  of  a  majority  of  members  voting,  it 
shall  become  a  law  upon  a  declaration  of  such 
vote  by. the  Bishops: 

"The  Discipline  shall  bo  so  altered  in  chap. 
3,  seo.  2,  page  ;)■!,  11ns.  1,  us  to  read — 

1.  The  General  Conference  shall  be  composed 

of  one  clerical  member  for  every members 

of  each  Annual  Conference,  to  be  appointed 
either  by  seniority  or  choice,  at  the  discretion 
of  each  Annual  Conference;  yet  bo  that  eaoh 
representative  shall  have  traveled  nt  least  four 
full  calender  years  from  the  time  that  they  were 
received  on  trial  by  an  Annual  Conference,  and 
in  full  connection  at  the  time  of  holding  the 
Conference. 

And  the  General  Conferenceshall  also  consist 
of  a  number  of  J<ay  Delegates,  chosen  from  with- 
in the  bounds  of  each  Annual  Conference,  equal 
to  the  number  or  Clerical  Delegates. 

2.  Any  mule  member  of  the  Church,  not  un- 
der thirty  years  of  age,  und  having  been  in  good 
Standing  for  five  consecutive  y  ears  at  the  lime 

.of  the  election,  shall  be  eligible  lo  tho  office  «f 
Delegate- 

3.  Each  circuit  and  station  shall  bo  entitled 
to  ont  elector,  to  be  chosen  once  in  four  years, 
by  ballot,  in  the  Quarterly  Conference  next  pre- 
ceding the  session  of  the  Annual  Conference 
to  which  it  belongs.  No  member  of  an  Annual 
Conference  shall  bo  entitled  to  vote  at  such 
e  lectio 


..  The  electors  chosen  as  above  shall  meet 
at  the  Beat  of  tho  Annual  Conference  on  the 
first  Friday  of  the  Session  next  preceding  the 
General  Conference,  and,  having  been  duly  or- 
ganized, shall  proceed  to  elect  by  ballot  the 
number  of  delegatus  to  which  they  are  enti- 
tled. The  Secretary  of  said  meeting  shall 
furnish  a  certificate  of  election  to  the  several 
delegates. 

5.  The  Lav  Delegutes  shall  beeutitled  toseat3 
with  the  Clerical  Delegates,  and  to  equal  rights 
and  privileges.  Provided  that  tbey  shall  not  sit 
on  the  trial  of  a  Bishop  nor  on  the  appeal  of  a 
Minister. 

The  lay  and  clerical  delegates  shall  vote  to- 
gether, and  the  votes  thus  cast  shall  he  so  count- 
ed and  recorded ;  unless  teu  members  shall  call 
for  the  vote  by  the  lay  and  clerical  delegates 
separately,  when  the  voto  shall  be  so  taken, 
counted  and  recorded.  And  iu  such  case  no 
measure  shall  be  passed  without  a  majority  of 
the  votes  cunt  by  each  branch  of  delegates.  But 
in  case  Ot  the  election  or  General  Conference 
Uflicers,  the  vote  shall  be  by  joint  ballot. 

MINORITY  RKPOltT  ON  LAY  DELEGATION. 

Whereas,  the  introduction  of  Day  Delegations" 
into  the  General  and  Annual  Conferences,  or 
into  the  General  Conference  alone,  is  an  organic 
change  of  gri-at  magnitude,  which  has  hitherto 
beeu  considered  by  the  best  minds  of  the  Church, . 
iu  the  laity  and  ministry  as  of  doubtful  and 
dangerous  expediency,  &c. 

Whereas,  we  hayc  strong  grounds  to  appre- 
hend, if  introduced.it  would  seriously  affect  the 
interests  and  the  government  of  the  church  if 
not  ultimately  impair  and  then  destroyour  whole 
itinerant  system;  therefore: 

JitBolvid,  That,  iu  our  judgment  such  change 
should  not  be  attempted,  if  at  all,  without  great 
caution  and,  mature  consideration,  and  then 
only  after  a  clear  and  full  expression  of  the  laity 
and  the  coustitutional  concurrence  of  the  min- 
istry. 

liesolvid,  That  in  view  ot  i\\a  general  satisfac- 
tion of  the  laity  with  the  government  ot  the 
church,  and  iu  view  of  the  action  of  tho  annual 
conferences  against  the  proposed  change,  and  a 
mujorily  of  the  official  aud  non  official  members, 
as  fur  us  they  have  expressed  to  us  their  opin- 
ion, being  adverse  to  Day  Delegations,  we  deem 
it  inexpedient  to  inaugurate  any  plan  at  present 
that  would  change  the"  constitution  of  either  the 
General  or  Annual  Conferences.

a  passage— that  he  had  driven  the  coach  for 
a  long  time,  but  seldom  or  never  had  ho 
carried  a  man  with  a  Diotionary.  lie,  how- 
ever, gave  Johnson  u  seat  becauso  of  his 
other  works.  This  fancy  teaches  what  is  em- 
phatically true,  tuat  a  good,  reliable  Diction- 
ary, is  ono  of  the  most  difficult  of  all  books 
to  make.  Yet  we  believe  that  Noati  Websteb 
would  be  allowed  by  even  n  a  surly  English 
driver,  to  ride  in  that  coach  with  his  Dictionary. 
Indeed,  some  of  the  highest  encomiums  which 
this  great  work  has  received,  have  come  across 
Uio.jtiiftirtvE'-.'vro.aucbjuft?  «a.I.itd.'.tuvnnb?m. 
gcll  James.  Nor  has  Dr. Webster  been  a  proph- 
et without  honor  in  his  own  country  The 
merits  of  bis  great  work  have  been  acknowl- 
edged in  every  part  of  our  land.  The  local 
prejudices  of  literary  men  in  Boston  aud  its 
vicinity,  have  been  sometimes  counted  on 
to  oppose  the  New  Haven  lexicographer,  but 
we  .notice  that  such  Boston  papers  as 
the  Transcript,  Atlas  and  Bee,  Journal, 
Post,  liteorder.  Congn Rationalist,  TraveUtr.aod 
many  others,  havegiveu  Webster's  lastedition 
the  preference  over  auy  other  Dictionary  of  the 
English  language.  So  weli  bus  it  endured  scru- 
tiny that  local  prejudice  has  yielded  to  superior 
merit. 

Noah  Webster  had  peculiar  tmalifications  for 
this  Work ;  he  had  a  mind  keenly  analytical ;  he 
was  patient  and  End  ustrious ;  he  lived  to  a  good 
old  age;  he  early  ascertained  his  mission,  aud 
he  gave  himself  to  bis  work  with  enthusiastic 
devotion.  Fortunately,  too,  his  mind  was  led,  at 
the  outset,  to  the  importance  of  simplifying  our 
language,  aud  reducing  iisspelhng  and'pronun- 
ciation  to  as  great  uniformity  as  practicable. 
This  was  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the 
age,  which  cannot  endure  pedantry,  and  which 
demands  that  the  road  to  knowledge  shall  bo 
made  as  plain  as  possible.  Iu  his  earliest  pub- 
lications he  went  too  far  with  his  proposed 
changes,  but  in  his  matuxor  years  he  corrected 
his  own  errdrs,  aud  made  a  dictionary  which, 
at  its  first  appearance,  as  all  will  admit,  had 
never  been  equalled. 

Since  he  passed  away  others  have  labored  in 
the  same  field  with  some  advantages  aud  some 
disadvantages,  as  compared  with  him.  Possi- 
bly his  dictionary  would  have  been  supplanted 
had  not  the  enterprising  publishers  employed 
the  ablest  of  his  pupils  to  revise,  enlarge  and 
adapt  it  to  the  changes  which  are  constantly  oc- 
curring. Dr.  C.  A.Goodrich  and  others  have 
had  the  responsibility  of  this  revision.  As  it 
is  obvious  that  good  illustrative  cuts  will  some- 
times show  to  the  eye  at  a  glance  what  no  num- 
ber of  words  would  bring  to  the  common  ap« 
prehension,  the  publishers  have,  in  this  edition, 

fiiven  us  1,500  beautiful  illustrations  of  the  de- 
neations,  They  are  an  invaluable  help  to  the 
student, 

The  mechanical  execution  of  the  volume  is 
excellent.  It  ia  true,  a  larger  page  and  larger 
type  might. have  beeu  used,  but  it  would  swell 
the  volume  to  an  inconvenient  size,  besides  in- 
creasing propOrtionably  the  expense. 

Webster's  Dictionary  has  long  been  accepted 
as  the  best ;  and,  although  we  are  not  ready  to 
subscribe  to  the  strong  statement  ot  Rev.  Dr. 
Dick,  of  Scotland,  that  "  ages  will  elapse  bc« 
fore  anv  other  will  be  required,"  we  can  still 
predict  "that,  with  occasional  additions  and  re- 
visions, it  will  long  be  sufficient  for  our  wants,

PERSONAL, 

Lincoln  among  the  Children.— The  following 
circumstance  was  relate!  bv  a  teacher  from  the 
Five  Poiuta'  House  of  Industry  tu  Nety  York  : 
"  Our  Suudfty  School  iu  the  Five  1'oints  was  as- 
sembled, one  Sabbath  morniug,  a  few  months 
since,  when  I  noticed  a  tall  and  remarkable 
looking  man  enter  the  room  utid  take  a  seat 
among  us.  Lie  listened  with  nxed  attention  to 
our  exercises)  and  his  countenance  manifested 
such  g  nuine  interest,  that  I  approached  him 
and  suggested  that  he,  might  be  willing  to  say 
something  to  the  children.  Heaccepteo.  the  in- 
vitation with  evident  pleasjre,  and  coming  for- 
ward began  a  simple  addr^.s,  which  at  once  fas- 
cinated every  little  hearer,  and  hushed  tbe 
room  iuto  silence.  His  language  was  striking- 
ly beautiful,  and  his  tones  nidsical  withinlen- 
eest  feeling.  The  little  faces  around  would 
droop  into  Bad  conviction  aa  he  uttered  senteti 
ces  of  warning,  and  would  brighten  into  stin- 
sbineashe  spoke  cheerful  words  ol  promise. 
Once  or  twice  ho  attempted  to  close  his  re- 
marks, but  the  imperative  shout  of  '  Go  ou  !' 
*Oh,  do  go  on  !'  would  compel  him  to  resume. 
As  I  looked  upon  the  gaunt  and  sinewy  frame 
of  the  stranger,  and  marked  his  powcrlul  head 
and  determined  features,  notv  touched  into 
softness  by  the  impressions  of  the  moment,  I 
feltau  irresistible  curiosity  to  learn  something 
more  about  him,  and  when  he  was  quietly  leav- 
ing the  room,  I  begged  to  know  his  name.  He 
courteously  replied,  'It' is  Abru'm  Lincoln, 
from  Illinois!'  " 

TenontieG  Parker's  Last  Hours. — The  fol- 
lowing is  an  extract  from  a  private  letter  to 
Professor  Newman  of  England,  dated  Florence, 
May  II,  1SG0.  It  appears  iu  the  London  A'et^ 
of  the  ISth  inst,  : 

I  have  sad  news  to  communicate.  Our  dear 
suffering  friend,  Theodore  Porker,  died  yester- 
day evening.  Yet  Ihere  was  never  nn  easier 
eud  to  a  life  but  lately  full  of  vigor.  I  saw  him 
about  three  hours  before  he  died,  lying  calmly, 
while  life  was  ebbing  away  unconsciously  to 
himself.  He  lei t  written  directions  for  his  fu- 
neral, limiting  to  five  persons  the  attending  him 
to  the  grave,  of  whom  I  am  one.  ilnuy  Ameri- 
caus  beic  are  eipresting  tbeir  wish  to  uppoar 
as  mourners ;  but  it  is  thought  riijht  to  abide  by 
his  instructions.  He  desired  tue  eleven  first 
verses  of  the  t>ermon  on  the  Mount  (the  bless- 
ings of  Jesus)  to  be  read  over  his  grave ;  and 
then  a  plain  grey  stone,  wiih  his  nume  and  age 
and  nothing  farther  of  inscription.  Mr.  Cun- 
ningham, a  Boston  Unitarian  minister,  will  lead 
the  passage.  He  is  a  sincere  friend  and  admirer 
of  Parker's.  We  hope  to  get  a  cast  taken  of 
Mr.  Parker  today,  Mrs.  Porker,  bis  poor,  yen- 
tie  wife,  has  hitherto  borne  up  will.  Miss 
Stevenson,  who  has  so  long  resided  with  them, 
was  also  with  him  to  the  last.  She  thinks,  from 
the  peculiar  tenderness  of  bis  manlier  yester- 
duy,  that  ho  kuew  he  w^s  dying.  He  had  been 
dreamy  lor  some  days,  and  talked  ramblingly  of 
two  Theodore  Parkers,  one  here,  and  one  plant- 
ed in  Boston,  who  would  finish  his  work;  per- 
haps a  true  i-iought,  only  mystically  expressed. 
Among  bis  last  well-connected  words  were  these: 
'Of  course  you  know  I  am  not  afraid  to  die, 
though  I  wished  to  live  and  finish  much  work 
which  I  longed  to  do.  I  bad  great  powers  com- 
mitted to  me,  and  I  have  but  bait'  used  them. 

"Since  writing  this,  i  have  seen  bim  lying, 
O  so  peaceful !  ■  I  have  nover  seen  death  under 
a  form  so  devoid  of  terror.  The  hectic  color 
remains  on  his  cheek,  and  it  is  bard  to  persuade 
oneself  he  has  passed  away.  He  ceased  to 
breathe  without  the  least  struggle. 

—  The  Dubuque  Timts  gives  thefoliowing ac- 
count of  Mr.  Parker's  early  life : 

When  quite  a  lad  Theodore  was  remarked  for 
bis  extreme  bookishneis,  and  general  vigor  and 
quickuess  of  understanding.  lie  began  the 
study  of  Latin  from  his  own  choice,  when  under 
nine  yen's  of  age,  and  by  the  eid  of  one  or  two 
collegians,  who  tiught  the  village  scboel  where 
he  attended  in  the  winter,  he  progressed  to  rap- 
idly that  before  he  had  made  the  mid-passage  of 
his  teens,  he  was  an  adept  in  Latin,  Greek,  Al- 
gebra, Geometry,  and  all  the  other  studies  usu- 
ally pursued  in  connexion  with  them.  So  un- 
nsu&I  were  his  attrnmeita,  so  uncommon  his 
aptitude,  so  great  his  promise  at  th's  early  dav, 
in  spile  othis  discouragements  and  want  of  la- 
ctones, that  bis  fa i- her  determined  to  giva  him 
a  "  liberal  education."  But  upon  pronosing  to 
Theidorethat  be  should  "fit"  himself  and  en- 
ter Harvard  College,  to  bis  great  surprise  the 
youngster  respeclully  but  firmly  objected. 
"  No,  father,"  be  Haid,  "  the  other  boys  have  not 
been  to  College,  and  much  n  I  wish  the  advan- 
tages, I  cannot  be  made  a  favorite,  and  receive 
that  which  you  are  unable  to  give  us  aU."  It 
was  in  vain  that  bis  brothers  united  with  his 
parents  in  urging  bim,  and  that  influential 
friends  advised  and  argued,  he  still  adher-d  to 
his  objection  and  remained  at  home  working  on 
the  farm  until  over  twenty,  excepting  a  short 
period  which  he  spent  as  an  apprentice  to  a 
blacksmith.  The  plow  and  r  ml,  however, 
failed  to  monopolize  h-s  attjDlion  during  these 
years  of  toll,  iur  by  husbanding  his  spare  time 
— evenings,  rainy  days,  and  the  mid  ol  winter — 
he  made  advances  which  no  University  could 
have  secured  to  a  pupil  leas  apt  and  indefuti<r.- 
b'e.  At  length,  gaining  the  means  of  defrryiiig 
his  own  expenses,  lie  became  a  member — uotin 
Ibe  usual  way — ofj.larvard  College. 

Bishop  Potter  Going  to  Europe.— Tho  Riobt 
Rev.  the  Provisional  Bishop  (Potter)  of  tuis

BBiarr,  March  39. 

Our  distinguished  countryman,  Mr.  J.  S.  Ra- 
rcy,  after  winning  golden  opinions  in  England 
and  France,  where  be  has  amasied  a  large  for- 
tune, has  been  speodiog  somet:jie  in  the  desert 
of  Arabia,  among  the  Arabs  and  their  fine 
horses.  In  this  Eastern  trip,  however,  he  com- 
bined busincis  with  picture,  for  he  has  made 

only  the  orthodox  tour  through  the  country 

that  is  to  say^  irom  Jafi'a  to  Jerusalem,  thence 
to  Demascus  via  Samaria  and  the  Sea  of  Gali- 
lee, and  thus  on  the  Beirut  by  the  way  of  Bal- 
bec,  making  at  the  some  time  several  de- 
tours into  the  desert  to  search  for  the 
great  tribe  of  Bedouins  who  bang  among 
the  borders  or  Syria  and  Palestine.  In  Je- 
rusalem he  literally  "  astonished  tke  natives" 
in  subduing  the  ferocity  of  the  Pacha's  stud 
by  an  exhibition  of  his  power  over  tho  horse 
creation  before  the  res'dent  Consuls.  His  pur- 
suit a.,er  the  Bedouin  camps,  however,  was 
unsuccessful.  A  three  days'  ride  into  the  des- 
ert convinced  him  that  thev  wore  beyond  his 
reach ;  and  when  ho  was  informed  that  they 
were  more  than  twenty  days'  journey  beyond 
the  Jordan,  he  abandoned  the  search,  content- 
ing himself  with  seeing  all  the  Arabian  horses 
in  Jerusalem,  Damascus,  and  Beirut. 

In  Beirut,  Mr.  Rarey  received  every  attention 
to  which  his  reputation  entitled  him  ;  and  the 
American  and  European  Consuls  General  treat- 
ed him  with  great  respect.  Invitations  to  din- 
ner and  d'jeumr  crowded  upon  him  in  such 
numbers  that  he  was  forced  to  decline  some  of 
them  for  want  of  time.  The  tlud  of  the  French 
Consul  General,  Count  Eenteroglis,  composed 
of  fifteen  spleoilid  Arabian  horses,  received  bis 
special  attention,  and  were  pronounced  to  be  a 
remarkably  fine  collection. 

One  incident  connected  with  the  visit  of  our 
noted  countryman  to  Svria  is  of  peculiar  inter- 
est. Mr.  Johnson,  the  0.  S.  Consul,  introduced 
him  to  the  somewhat  famous  Ayoub  Bey,  who 
presented  Hon.  W.  H.  Seward,  of  New" York, 
while  visiting  this  cov.jtry  last  eummer,  with 
three  bne  Arabian  horses,  which  are  to  be  for- 
warded to  the  United  States  by  the  first  oppor- 
tunity. Inasmuch  bs  Ayoub  Bey  claimed  for 
these  horses  the  best  blood  in  Syiia,  our  consul 
was  anxious  to  obtaij  Mr.  Re  ey's  opinion  upon 
these  specimen  horses,  which  are  soon  to  be 
shipped  to  Auburn, N.  Y.  The  Beyordered  out 
the  Seward  horses,  or  two  of  them  rather,  for 
one  was  absent  in  the  mountains,  «nd  tbey  were 
trotted  up  and  dowu  tbe  paved  courtyard,  to  the 
great  delight  of  those  who  were  gathered  to 
witness  some  grand  exhibition.  Thera  was  no 
exhibition,  but  Mr.  Rarey, auer  examining  them 
thoroughly,  declared  himself  better  pleased 
with  them  than  any  others  he  had  seen  in  Syria. 
Oue  is  a  colt  nf  two  years,  and  the  other  a  large 
buy  of  seven  years. 

I  am  loth  to  snv  thut  Mr.  Rarey  was  some- 
what disappointed  in  Arabian  horses,  inasmuch 
bs  he  declares  them  to  be  undersized  and  infe- 
rior to  many  horses  he  had  saen  in  America  and 
England.  But  as  he  has  bad  no  experience  in 
trying  their  speed  or  endurance,  and  speaks 
simply  in  reference  to  their  appearance  and 
display  when  in  motion,  his  expression  of  dis- 
satisfaction may  be  receiyed  in  a  very  qualified 


Tbe  Dublin  Mail  says  that  within  this  last 
fortnight  between  four  hundred  and  five  hun- 
dred young  men,  of  the  respectable  classes,  havo 
left  Ireland  en  route  for  Rome.  They  were 
picked  up  in  Cork,  Kerry,  North  Tipperary  and 
Dublin,  and  each  of  them  was  furnished  with 
£13  15s  to  pay  his  passage  to  Italy.  The  par- 
ticularity of  the  sum  of  money  is  singular. 
Whether  the  money  came  from  tbe  Pope's  ex- 
chequer or  the  pockets  ofhis  holines'  friendsis 
not  stated.  The  emigration  to  the  United  States 
does  not  appear  to  be  affected  by  the  movement 
in  the  other  direction,  for  an  "extraordinary 
outflow"  is  said  to  depart  weekly  from  Queens- 
town.

From  a  recent  visit  inlo  Ihe  country  during 
the  past  week,  we  are  satisfied  that  tbe  wheat 
crop  or  this  section  will  this  year  be  almost  a 
total  failure,  not  producing,  on  an  average,  as 
much  seed  as  was  sown.  A  largo  breadth  of 
country  was  hist  winter  sown  to  winter  wheat, 
which  is  &W beaded  out  about  tfis  inches  above 
the  grouud,  and  very  thin  at  that,  being  liter- 
ally worthless.  Some  of  the  spring  wheat  put 
in  this  spring  may  produce  a  partial  crop,  but 
a  large  portion  of  that  i.-  also  u  iniluro.  -   ■ 

This  will  bo  a  severe  blow  to  Kansas,  and  we 
fear  will  produce  a  stringency  which  we  have 
not  before  felt.  It  is  not  too  late,  however,  if 
wo  have  timely  rains  during  the  balance  of  the 
season,  of  wbich  there  is  some  prospect,  to  mit- 
igate the  effects  of  this  misfortune,  and  every 
larmer  owes  it,  not  only  to  himself,  but  to  the 
community,  fo  use  every  exertion  iu  his  power, 
to  that  end.  The  land  which  has  been  devoted 
to  wheat,  may  yet  he  cultivated  iu  corn,  buck- 
wheat, potatoes,  Ac.  Upon  these,  we  will  have 
to  rely  mainly  for  the  next  year,  and  of  them 
there  is  a  fair  prospeot  of  being  able  to  raise  a 
fair  crop,  if  the  wheat  crop  is  at  once  abandon- 
ed, and  prompt  attention  turned  to  other  pro- 
ductions.  _____

UJItiitJLnt  JS'OT  DEFEATED. 


France*  Hnasla  and  Cnlna. 


St.  Johns,  N.  F.,  June  2.— The  steamship  City 
of  Ualtimore,  from  Liverpool  23d  inst,,  Via. 
Queenatown  24th.  passed  Cope  Race  at  noon 
pesterday,  but  owing  to  nn  interruption  of  the 
line  her  news  could  not  be  forwnrded  till  to-day. 
She  has  .GO  steerage  pasflengera  and  GO  cubin 
passengers  for  New  York. 

The  following  is  the  summary  of  news  pre- 
pared by  the  Liverpool  agent  of  the  associated 
press,  for  transportation  via  Cape  Race.  Tbe 
Qneenstown  dispatch  which  should  accompany 
it  has  not  reached  us. 

Great  Biutais. — The  House  of  Lords  bad 
rejected  the  Commons  bill  repealing  the  paper 
duty,  and  tbe  act  exoited  much  attention.    Tbr 


preceded  by  an  extended  debate,  in  which  Lord 
Lindhurst  and  other  eminent  peers  asserted  tbe 
constitutional  rights  of  the  House  of  Lord*  to 
reject  a.bill,  although  it  was  a  money  bill.— 
Lord  ralmerston  stated  iu  the  Commons  that 
he  would  move  for  a  committee  to  examine 
preoedenls  for  the  course  pursued  by  the  Lords, 
but  disclaimed  a  desire  lo  place  tho  two  Houses 
ot  Parliament  iu  hostility.  It  was  reported 
that  the  Cabinet  would  accept  tbe  decision  of 
the  House  of  Lords  and  return  the  tax. 

The  official  Neapolitan  statements  current  ot 
the  departure  of  the  Arabia  to  the  effect  that 
Garibaldi's  forces  had  been  completely  routed, 
are  flatly  contradicted.  The  Neapolitan  troops 
were  completely  defeated  at  that  city.  Gari- 
baldi's troops  hud  invested  Mercilla,  wbich 
command  Palermo.  Tho  latest  rumors  say 
that  Garibuldi  had  obtained  a  decided  victory 
at  Mercilla.  Tbe  Neapolitan  yovernment  has 
very  little  to  say,  but  the  last  bulletin  has  it 
that  two  columns  were  pursuing  the  dispersed 
troops  of  Garibaldi.  Tbe  insurgents  were 
gaining  strength. 

It  was  vaguely  reported  that  France  and  Rus- 
sia signed  a  treaty  on  the  1.  lb.  on  the  eastern 
question.
